Manitoba, Al- 
berta. z 

These conventions were supposed 
to represent all supporters of the Pro 
gressive platform irrespective of their 
occupation. 

The convention of the Moose Jaw 
constituency was held in Moose Jaw 
on June 12th, 1919 and attended by 
delegates from all over the constit- 
uency. The meeting was called to 
order by a representative of the Ex- 
equtive of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers’ Association, and the meet- 
ing proceeded at once to elect a chair 
man and Secretary and the meeting 
passed at once and for all time out 
of the hands of the Saskatchewan 
Grain Growers’ Association. The rea- 
son for this was that while this move 
ment had its origin in the agricultur- 
al portion of “the population it was 
not intended to be a class movement 
but to embrace‘all classes of the 
Canadian people. In other words, 
the new party, for such it has become 
wa snot intended to be a farmers’!

Bruce county is planning a new sys 
tem of management of high schools 
within that county. 

The propoeed system is to have al} 
the high schools taken over by the 
county council. The idea seems to us 
to be most logical and fair. Under 
the old system towns and villages|. 
have gone to heavy expense in build- 
ing, equipping, and maintaining high 
schools, while pupils from outside get 
admission by simply having the coun- 
ty pay for maintenance alone. The 
placing of all schools under one man- 
agement would establish uniformity 
both as to salaries paid to and qual- 
ifications of teachers as well as to 
buildings and equipment. The plan 
would not overburden the rural muni 
cipalities as under the act now in 
force the county has to levy for both 
maintenance and capital account. Ru- 
ral municipalities through their rep- 
resentatives would have a say in the 
management of these schools. 

The Adolescent Act, which makes it 
compulsory-for all children under 16 
to attend school is adding greatly to 
the attendance of our secondary 
schoole and is forming a problem 
which the county can best solve.— 
Campbellford Herald. \

That the book of Jonah ts histori- 
cal we believe for the following rea- 
sons: First, its reeord and use in 
the Scrip.ures. That the writers of 
the Bible intended the impression of 
its historicity is without the shadow 
of a doubt. The suggestion that it Is 
w parable is absolutely gratuitous, 
Second, the unbroken testimony of 
tradition among the Jews is that it-is 
historic. Third, the testimony of Jesus 
Christ (Matt. 12:89-41). The words of 
Jesus Christ fare final, 

1. Jonah’s Second Commission 
(vy. 1,2). 

When éalled the first time to go to 
Nineveh, he found the task too great 
for. pbim. For his unfaithfulness, he 
was chastfsed...He repented and God 
restored his comimisatan. The Lord 
said to him, “Preach the “preaching 
that I: bid thee” (¥v. 2). God kno 
how he wants His work done. Happy 
is the missionary, minister, Sunday- 
school teacher, who preaches God’s 
Word just as He gave it. 

It. Jonah’s Preaching (vv. 3, 4). 

1. His field (v. 3). “Nineveh was an 
exceeding great yeity.” Not only was 
the city large,-but its inhabitants were 
noted for “their cruelty. 

2, His message (v. 4). “Yet forty 
This means that forty days were given 
by God for repentance ere the judg- 
ment would fall. God is long-suffer- 
ing, not willing that any should perish, 
but thut all should repent (II Pet. 3:9). 
Though He is merciful, yet there is 
a limitation to it. He says, “Yet forty 
days,” \ 

ill, The Repentance ef Nineveh (vv. 
5-10). 

1. They believed God (vy. 5). They 
believed that: God wae speaking to 
them through the prophet xbout their 
sins and impending judgment. 

2. They proclaimed a fast (vv. 5-8). 
The king and people joined sincerely 
in this movement. The call was for 
them to turn away from their sins. 
Their penitence was genuine, for they 
ndt merely put on sackcloth, the vis- 
ible sign of mourning, but they cried 
to God (v. 8). 

8. They reasoned that God would 
repent (v. 9). Though they had no 
assurance that God would have mercy, 
yet. they reasoned that the sending of 
a prophet and the giving of a time 
before the fall of doom implied that 
God would be merciful if they repent- 
ed. They were wise in so doing.’ We 
today know that God will have mercy 
if we repent (Acts 3:19), What ut- 
ter folly to go on in sin in the face 
of the assurance that God will judge. 

5. God’s mercy shown, (v. 10). 
“God saw their works that they turned 
from their evil way.” God's eye is 
omniscient. Wherever there is a soul. 
who is turning from sin in penitence, 
He sees. No one has ever wept oyer 
sin unnoticed by God. God rejoices 
when a sinner repents (Luke 15:10). 

In the Book of Jonah we have por- 
trayed the typical history of Israel : 


“] Jonah was called to a world 
mission, and so was Israel.

Quaker Meeting House. 


The old Quaker meeting house at 
Easton, Md., is probably the oldest 
frame building standing in the Unit- 
ed States—Jjust where it was built 
and as it was built, without any 
change, additions or subtractions, 
and with an authentic record since 
1683.

Yawning has long been recognized 
as a means of aiding the muscies of 
the throat and chest, Dhe act can 
be induced by deep breathing and 
gurggeation. lt has its place in the 
avoidance of deatness. 

Authorities have atated that a ma- 
jority of people can by voluntary 
eflert move the ear upward. The 
éuect.is to favor the access of sound 
“Waves to the tympanum. 

The act of listening intently 
stimulates the muscles of the: ear. 
Kielliex movements are to be en- 
couraged by such means as Iilsten- 
ing to the ticking of a watch and 
very graduaily increasing the disé 
tance. The sustained effort of 
listening seems to exalt the auditory 
sensibility. A defeetive ear must be 
encouraged and the tendency to ls- 
ten always with the betier car avoid- 
ed. Achieve conscious control over 
the ears and all parts concerned in 
nearing, 

Procedures—-1, Passive motions: 
seize the ear with the encircled fin- 
iors, draw it up and down, backward 
und forward, round and round; in 
applying, manipulation to the neck, 
the posterior sealp-——-which is usually 
found rigid and adherent, 

‘2. Making active movements of 
the jaws, opening widely as possible, 
rotating, side to side, forward and 
back; also in yawning and swallow- 
ing afterward. 

3. Active movements of the neck, 
to the right, to left, also thrusting 
he chin forward each time, then chin 
up vertically, forward and back. 

4. Inducing the patient to seize 
the back of his head with hands 
clasped and to bend far forward and 
down, then to push the hands back 
with the head (neck muscles) and 
repeat five or six times with increas- 
ing force.

| fine linen shifts of ladies of high de- 
gree might have the upper part and 
the sleeves covered with minute em- 
broidery in colored silk. Jackets, 
bodices, and bodice fronts were 
treated with repeating ornament of 
silk embroidery, often enhanced with 
gold and Filver thread and spangles, 
the richn=ss culminating in the cap- 
shaped headdress, where the work 
was closer and had a larger propor- 
tion of the gold and silver thread and 
shining ornaments. Mediaeval Italy 
was also rich in works of embroide-y, 
with a wide range of treatment and 
application to prrpese; France was 
the home of beautiful work, keeping 
pace with England in mediaeval and 
later times, and even surpassing her 
in delicate and gorgeous work, espe- 
cially in the way of ecclesiastical 
vestments, — 


Royal Marriage Licenses. 


Royal licenses aré the largest mar- 
riage licenses prepared. They are 
written entirely in old English letter- 
ing with black ink. Lines drawn with 
red ink under certain words relieve 
the sombreness of the document- 
Under the Royal Marriage Act of 
George III. no member of the Royal 
Family in the direct line can marry 
without first obtaining a royal mar- 

riage license bearing. the consent of 
the King and the signature of the’ 
Primate of All England, who is the 
only authority to issue the royal li- 
cense. .A royal marriage license, 
which costs £50, obviates the formal- 
ities connected with an ordinary mar- 
riage license, such as the swearing of 
affidavits and a personal application 
by one of the parties concerned. Prin- 
cess Mary’s marriage license, like 
other royal licenses, will be preserved 
among the state documents. 


India’s New Capital. 

The new capital of India is now 
being built just south of Delhi. Al- 
though Delhi is the site of many an- 
cient capitals, the present city dates 
from the reign of Shah Jahan, the 
greatest of the Mogul emperors. The 
new capital city when completed will 
cover approximately thirty-six thou- 
sand acres, and will house more than 
fifty thousand people connected with 
the administration of the Imperial 
Government.

To say that 
he has attracted more attention since 
his arrival in the United States with 
the French delegation than any save 
the half-dozen, principal actors in 
-Rresident Harding's big show is a 
mild stitemett ‘of objective fact.. 

In one sense, BS ty Gamerlynck is the 
most important figure tapers eh 
ence. Charged as he is with - 
lating, either from English into 
French or vice-versa, every word that 
is spoken by the plenipotentiaries in 
Continental Memorial Hall, he forms: 
an essential link between the Eng- 
lish-speaking and French-speaking 
groups. Were he to slip, were his 
translation to be faulty, that link 
temporarily. would be broken, and 
even a temporary break in the dele- 
gates’ common understanding might 
have disastrous consequences. 

The Camerlynck method is sim- 
plicity itself. He jots down every 
word addressed to the conference in 
shorthand, using a phonetic system 
of his own invention, simplified by 
experience at diplomatic’ interpreta- 
tion. When the speaker has finished, 
M. Calmerlynck at a signal from the 
chairman, Mr. Hughes, reads aloud 
a running translation of his notes, 
which he has taken in the language 
of the original utterance. 

There is nothing remarauble about 
this, of course. The remarkable part 
of the performance lies in the fact 
that M. Camerlynck not, only repro- 
duces the orator’s word’ textually in 
another language as fast or faster 
than they have, been spoken origin- 
ally, but is even able to emphasixe 
the points emphasized by the dele- 
gates and in many cases to use the 
same gestures the delegate has used. 

Moreover — and tlifs is unprece- 
dented both in M. Camerlynck’s past 
career and in the history of diplo- 
matic assemblies—he is as skillful 
and accurate at’ translating French 
into English as he is at turning Eng- 
lish into his own language.

There had to be a scape- 
goat, and Kidd was the man. 

“His history is simple and honor- 
able. His father was said to have 
been a Non-Conformist minister, 
‘who was put to the torture of the 
och ke te in. his career’he ran a 
packet be New York and Lon- 
don, but in 1689, when “William It. 
had become King, and theré* was 
hot fighting in the West Indies, he 
did good service on the British side 
against the French. There ‘were 
troublous times in New York when 
he returned, a lieutenant-governor 
being in office pending the arrival of 
the new governor sent out by the 
King, for the former governor had 
fled. Jacob Leister was the popular 
leader, but Capt. Kidd supported the 
aristocratic party; and he served the 
cause so well that'in 1691 the Pro- 
vincial Government rewarded him 
with a substantial gift. Moreover, 
he married a rich widow, and these 
two facts account for the only trea- 
sure that in all likelihood he ever 
possessed.”’ 

The expedition to the Indian 
Ocean, the Red Sea and neighboring 
waters on which Captain Kidd sailed 
forth in the galley Adventure in 1696 
had. for its powerful backers the 
great folk mentioned, says Marion 
Storm in the New York Post.

Will it be possible, in the near 
future, to go round the world by 
train, without changing? 

In addition to the much-discussed 
Channel Tunnel, there is a scheme on 
foot to construct a tunnel under the. 
Straits of Gibraltar to Africa. Its 
length would be twenty-three and a 
half miles, for the shortest. route 
could not be used owing to the na- 
ture of the sea-bottom. The tunnel 
would be just over 18 feet in dia- 
meter, which would allow a single 
line with three points where trains 
could. cross. 

The entrance would be 33. feet 
above sea level on the Spanish side 
and 23 feet on the African shore.

A writer in Answers remembers a 


fishing through the ice. What I am 


- going to say about this interesting 


sport is what I have gathered first 
hand, and my hope is that fellow- 
fishermen who try fishing through 
the ice will find as much exhilerat- 
ing fun as has the writer 

If you are fortunate enough to 
dwell near a lake or bay, wait until 
winter’s frost has covered the wate> 
with a thick coating of ice. The 
water below will then be clear, after. 
a spell of the sulks,; occasioned by 
ditty, wind-whipped water, and will 
be moving in schools. A_ bright, 
clear day is preferable to a cloudy 


one for “thro’-ice” fishing, while an - 


east wind will put a damper on the 
Bport quite as much as it will in 
summer, the fish lying deep and re~ 
fusing to move or take your bait. 
As in summer, too, the best hours 
for making a good catch are in the 
early morning or in late afternoon, 

As to location, all depends on the 
variety of fish you are after. Her- 
rings and white fish are good biters 
in winter, and these must be sought 
in the deeper water. That striped 
fellow, the yellow ‘perch, than which 
thére are few sweeter pan-fish, will 
be moving in the shallower depths, 
five or six feet of water with weedy 
or sandy bottom will find him, while 
that inquisitive and greedy chap the 
pike, will be found in both depths 
and shallows. For trout or “lunge’” 
you must ségk the deepest part of 
the bay or lake, although both these 
fish are not adverse to . exploring 
shallowed water at times.

An Odd Engine.

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Not a litite of the old world charm 
of an English university town is dis- 
closed in the two hundred pages of 
“# Concise Guide tof the Town and 
University of Cambrftge originally 
written by Dr. Jolin Willis Clark 
and now reissued in a seventh re- 
vised edition, with many maps, plans 
and pictures. Twenty-three years 
have passed since its first edition, 
and it remains the standard guide 


to Cambridge. 

Its contents are arranged in a ser- 
ies of five “walks” by which the vis- 
itor may see everything of notable 
interest in the town and university. 
The name Cathbridge comes down 
from past centuries through various 
forms, and strangely enongh the 
river derives its name from the town 
and not the town from the river. It 
was a town of peculiar and consider- 
able importance before the university 
was established. “It was not a 
‘marsh town,’ as it has been contemp- 
tuously designated,” says Dr. Clark, 
“but was a ‘frontier town,’ beyond 
whieh stretched the great Fen, im- 
passable except to those who were 
in the secret of its solitudes. It had 
a river which erabled it to draw 
an inexhaustible supply of the ne- 
eessaries of life from the surround- 
ing country, and also from the con- 
tinent through the port of Lynn; it 
was traversed by one of the great 
roads which, whether Roman o> not, 
led direct from London; it afforded, 
xy its Great Bridge, a means of com- 
munication between the eastern 
counties of England and the mid- 
lands; and, lastly, it had a Fair 
which was one of the most extensive 
marts of the Middle Ages,‘and must 
have made it a much frequented cen- 
tre: of trade.”

Stites and Canada are egricultural 
countries, and neither can be pros- 
1e6rous pea agriculture is prosper- 
ous.Co-opera ive marketing has been 
In yogue in Denmark, Italy, Ger- 
many, Austria and to some extent. 
in Russia, but of all the nations of 
the United States and 
Canada have been the most back- 
ward to adopt it. Before the awak- 
ening to this new scheme of market- 
ing, conditions in California were in 
a deplorable way, chiefly for the rea- 
son that the State was so far. away 
from its markets that distancé seem-, 
ed a formidable object to overcome. 
Thus leaders of the farmers were 
forced to study a way to save the 


agricultural industry from abeblute | 


L 


ruin. California became a huge eco- 
nomie library. Every conceivable ex- 
periment was tried. The Danish sys- 
tem, the Piedmont method from It- 
aly and theEnglish consumers’ stores | 
were all tried, byt ultimately failed 


The earlier mistakes were caused by | 


trying to maintain the local group 
system, How this turned out unsuc- 
cessfully, Mr. Sapiro instances that 
the: market for a certain fruit, in 
Kansas City, might be good, while 
that in Chicago would be low. Every 
farmer thinking he was a little keen 
er than his associates would ship 

‘etuff to Kansas City, with the in 
evitable resalt of a “glut” in Kansas 
City, and a famiiie-in Chicago. It 
took some time to discover that blun 
der. 


Gauging the Market 


“When you start in to Market you 
have to organize by the commodity, 
not by the locality,’ declares Mr. 
Sapiro. When this. great principle 
was grasped, all shipments of fruits 
were routed through one office. This 
office knew at any moment how many 
carloads of fruit were in any city in 
the United States or Canada,and how 


imany more were. moving toward any 


particular, place. If for instance, To- 
ronto’s capacity was twenty carloads 
a week, and there were 10 carloads 
here, five on the way from Florida 
and ten from California, five of those 
ten would be.diverted to some other 
market. 

“We have stopped dumping and 
substituted merchandising of agricul 
tural crops. This means the central- 
ized. control of these crops so that 
they move such markets and at such 
times that the market can absorb 
the crop at a fair price.’ 


‘ihe various steps in the mer- 
chandising process, Mr. Sapiro outlin 
ed as follows: “ 

To inspect and grade and im- 

prove the quality of the crop. 

To get the right and proper type 

of package. 

To extend the market period as 

to time. 

To extend the market as to place 
and location. 

To control the movement of the 

crop by conditions at the pdint 

of consumption instead of pro- 
duction. 
Mr. Sapiro declares-that as the 
farmers of Ontario sold, and as the

When, however, as was 
often the case, the blazing was done 
in winter on deep snow by men travel- 
ing on snowshoes, the mark was nec- 
essarily higher up. When such a line 
is traveled in the summer, especially 
after some years, during which the 
trees have grown, the marks are some- 
times found high up on the trunks and 
are Itkely to escape the eye of the in- 
experienced. As many of them will 
also be partially overgrown the task 
of the surveyor who goes. over one of 
these old lines is not always easy. 

If the boundary Ine passes to the 
left of a tree selected for blazing the 
cut is made upon the right side. If 
the line goes to the right the tree is’ 
blazed upon the left side. 

In running a boundary at a corner, 
where two lines come together, either 
a “monument” is erected—a stake sup- 
ported by four boulders—or a tree is 
blazed on all four sides to indicate as 
nearly as possible the turning point 
of the line,

The 
eneth of the fibers, instead of being 
unittrm. and characteristic in each 
species, has ¥’een(Tfound to vary more 
in a single tree thin-in the average 
for different species, One Douglas fir - 
had fibers ranging from 0.8 to 7.65 mil- 
limeters in length. thopugh several 
thousnnd ymensurements showed the 
average for the@Douglas fir to be 
4.41 millimeters and for tile longleaf 
pine 3.67 inillimeters—a difference in 
the average for two species of less 
than. one millimeter, or one-twenty- 
fifth of an inch. In early growth, up 
to 20 to 50 years, the fiber length in- 
creased strikingly from the center out- 
ward, but after the maximum has been 
reached the variation is small, even 
though the tree live to 400 years or 
more. There is also some increase 
in fiber length from the butt. of 
a the tree upward for about two-thirds 
of the distance to the top.

In the Washington conference it has 


been Yital that when 4 case is pre- 
sented the point of view of the ha- 
tion that presents it shall be thor- 
oughly understood by the vast out- 
side audience, and especially. by the 
people of the United States. Britain 
recognizes this fact and has ap- 
pointed a specialist in publicity to 
attend to it. 

This. expert is Lord Riddell, owner 
of the News of the World, a weekly 
with a circulation of 3,500,000. He 
is admitiedly one of the shrewdest 
newspapermen in the world, and a 
press agent without a peer in Wash- 
ington. His position there isa pe- 
cullar one. He is not the offictal 
representative of the British Govern- 
ment. He is not a liaison officer as 
he was between the delegates and 
the British press at Paris. He is in 
the United States at the behest of 
the Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion of England. He does no writing 
either for his own paper or for the. 
npenians top He simply talks to the 

ewspaper correspondents. at Wash- 
ington twice a day, once to the men 
working for the evening papers and 
onee to the men werking for the 
regular papers. When: he is not 
talking to them he is with the British 
delegates. He is deep, in their con- 
fidence, knows everything that. is 
planned, and his job is to have it 
presented from the British point ‘of 
view in the American press. 3 

Lord Riddell owes his position at 
Washington partly to the experience 
he gained at Paris, partly to his 
coinmanding position as an English- 
man, and perhaps more than every- 
thing else to the fact that he is the 
intimate friend’ of, Lloyd George. ‘He 
is, as an American correspondent 
says, to Lloyd George, what Col. 
House used to be to President 
Wilson. But he is something more. 
He is at liberty to handle situations 
himself as they arise. He is, not a 
mere. collector of views .and. an 
adviser, In the matter of publicity 
he’ is the Prefmier’s vjce-regent. He 
is not a meré link who conveys from 
the British headquarters the news 
that British headquarters thinks 
ought to be made public. It is Lord 
Riddell who, speaking as one with 
authority, decides what ought to be 
made~public.. This is his position, 
and how well be fills: it may be gath- 
ered from the fact that he has con- 
veyed to the -skeptical American 
newspaper correspondents the con~- 
viction that he is working for them 
harder than they are working for 
theniselves. ; ve 

We have read several sketches. of 
Lord Riddell by . American corre- 
spondents and detect a npte of en- 
thusiasm in them all. He blew into 
Washington, and in an nour’ had 
established the friendliest relations 
with the press. He is admitted to be 


Because he has a perfect understand~ 
ing of what constitutes news, Amer- 
ican correspondents. never miss onsé 
of his sessions,’ though they know 
in advance that his aim is to circu- 
late British propaganda, and they 
help him do it because it is the sort 
of propaganda that they know their 
readers -will welcome. His success is 
said to overshadow the attempts of 
all other powers. The common lan- 
guage, of course, gives Lord Riddell 


case stated to the best’ advantag 
His profound knowledge of affair 
gives him another advantage, and 


man gives him a third, and together 
Sand make an irresistible .combina- 
tion. 

Lord Riddell is one of those 
British peers who started in the 
race of life from scratch. He is of 
humble origin, and as he says him- 
self, was “shunted into the world 
without a shilling.” He: worked his 
way through school and became a 
lawyer. He abandoned this profes- 
sion, on the advice of a friend, to 
enter the business office gf a news- 
paper. Then he became reporter 
and an editor, and finally a proprie- 
tor. He became a political influence, 
and to-day is said to be as close to 
Lloyd George as any man living. The 
other day he expressed the opinion 
that,the ideal newspaper had not yet 
been produced. He thought It would 
be a combination of the best English 
papers, which are solidly packed 
with information, and the American 
papers, which have such picturesqué 
methods of enticing and informing 
their readers. We infer that Lord 
Riddell is but an inattentive reader 
of Canadian papers.
